N interesting little “gutter” va- 

riety occurs in which the vertical 

spacing between the stamps 

measures 5mm. instead of the 
usual 3'4mm., the explanation of which 
appeared rather puzzling. 

I have received, by courtesy of the 
Assistant Deputy Postmaster-General, 
the following official explanation of this 
variation: 

“This peculiarity is due to the fact 
that in transferring the die to the plate 
of 200, divided vertically into two panes 
of 100, a wide central gutter of 5mm. 
was left to permit of guillotining the 
sheets into panes, having imperforate 
margins in the centre. 

“The manufacturers had proceeded in 
this way with the issue of 61,850 sheets, 
in almost its entirety, when it was dis- 
covered that the resultant ‘straight edges’ 
were being produced contrary to an un- 
dertaking previously given to the De- 
partment that no more straight edges 
should occur. They, accordingly made 
the remaining portion, consisting of 
about 1,000 sheets of 200, with perfora- 
tions down the central gutter. At the 
time the Department had no knowledge 
that this gutter was wider than the oth- 
ers. 


“The best centred of these fully per- 
forated sheets were allocated for phila- 
telic sales, in order to avoid wastage of 
the straight-edged stamps, which are 
not acceptable to the majority of phila- 
telic clients. 


“Shortly after the receipt of these 
sheets it was noticed by the Department 
that the central gutter was wider, and 
that a philatelic oddity had occurred. In- 
structions were immediately given that 
all the remaining sheets were to be torn 
apart into panes of 100, and this was 
done forthwith. Meanwhile some 50 
sheets had been sold intact; but so far 
the existence of this wide central gutter 
had not given rise to any enquiry of the 
Department on the part of purchasers, 
and the only cases. about which enquiry

had been made related to the few sheets 
complete, which were sold over the 
counter in Ottawa. The existence of 
the wider inner perforated margins on 
the sheets that were torn apart seems 
to have passed unnoticed.” 

I have before me a complete unbrok- 
en sheet of 200 subjects, and of course, 
it would be impossible to recognise this 
variety, except in a pair, or preferably a 
strip of 3 or 4, in which latter form it is 
obvious. It is easy to understand that 
the wider gutter would not be noticed 
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after the panes were torn apart; the va- 
riety is therefore only collectable in a 
pair, strip, or block, where the gutter 
can be measured between the two 
stamps, or compared with the normal 
spacing. 

There are only ten such pairs (or 
strips) on the sheet of two hundred, and 
I understand that only very few such 
sheets were preserved intact—some half- 
dozen, I believe—and two of these have 
been kept in the Department’s archives, 





so this variety must prove to be of con- 


siderable scarcity. It would seem that 
only approximately some sixty strips 
could have been preserved, of which 
twenty remain in the archives of the 
Department. 

The sheet before me has full margins 
and bears the inscription, “PLATE NO. 
2” sideways, on the left pane of the 
sheet at top and at the foot reading up- 
wards, and on the right side margin on 
the right pane at top and at the foot 
reading downwards. The _ perforation 
down the centre between the two panes 
is 11, the same as the other parts of 
sheet, being made by the same line ma- 
chine. Collectors who possess blocks 
and horizontal pairs of this handsome 
large format portrait of Jacques Car- 
tier would do well to carefully examine 
and measure the vertical gutters between 
the stamps, and may congratulate them- 
selves if they find a piece with such gut- 
tering measuring 5mm. instead of the 
ordinary 31mm. spacing.

The Air Mail Society of Australia has 
decided to hold an AIR MAIL EXHI- 
BITION in Melbourne next year. This 
would be the first of its kind ever held 
in Australia. It will be competitive in 
nature and will probably be conducted 
over a period of two days in October, 
1937.

“Australia’s 150th Anniversary Philatelic 
Exhibition, Sydney, 1938” is the title of 
the exhibition to be held in Sydney in 
1938, and arrangements are now well in 
hand. The year 1938 beside commemo- 
rating the 150th anniversary of Australia 
is also the centenary of the issue of the 
first postage stamp, the 1838 envelope of 
New South Wales. 


NEw ZEALAND 


Two plates, numbered 1 and 2 were 
prepared for the printing of the 1936 
Health stamp. Each plate comprised 
four panes with 48 impressions in each 
pane. The plate numbers are shown on 
the four corners of each large sheet, thus 
leaving the plate number in one of the 
outer corners of the smaller sheets of 48. 
No official first day covers were avail- 
able but a great number of envelopes for 
the purpose was prepared by dealers and 
philatelic societies. It seems that first 
day covers have become very popular 
with collectors, and though they do not 
command yet such attention as in the 
U. S. A. they are nevertheless rapidly 
coming into their own. 

Official figures for the Chamber of 


Commerce stamps issued are shown 
hereunder: 
14d—3,504,096; 1d.—5,976,096; 2%4d— 


357,696; 4d.—364,896; 6d.—441,696. 

The final figures of the number of 
Anzac stamps sold are as follows: 

14d. + Yad. — 1,840,810; 1d.+1d.— 1, 
179,218. These sales benefited the funds 
for the relief of distress among returned 
soldiers to the extent of about $35,200. 

No further official announcement has 
been made in connection with the con- 
templated Coronation issue, but it is 
very likely that New Zealand will follow 
the lead given by South Africa’s an- 
nouncement of a special coronation is- 
sue.

Dak., came a cover dated January 14th, 
which bears a copy of both the 2c Army 
and 2c Navy Stamp. Mr. Gamber en- 
closed a brief note which stated, “Our 
office received these 2c today, with no 
instructions not to sell them, so I send 
you a pre-first day cover.” 

All very nice, but Mr. Gamber knows 
that it was the intention that these 
stamps be issued first day at Washing- 
ton, D. C., and that they be issued from 
other postoffices throughout the country 
as soon AFTER that date as was pos- 
sible. Mr. Gamber however is not the 
postmaster and need not be blamed for 
this action on the part of the postmaster. 

The Postmaster, however, clearly 
shows himself to be nothing else but a 
“Dumb Bunny,” one of those kind who 
should be relieved from his job at once 
for the good of the service. The matter 
of issuing these stamps is of course im- 
material, the point being that if a post- 
master is not capable of observing the 
usual rules of the office as laid down by 
the department, it is time to get a post- 
master who will cooperate, and any post- 
master who professes that he was ig- 
norant of the facts as to when and how 
these stamps were to be put on sale is 
not giving the proper attention to his 
duties.

E were talking last time about Dr. 
Carroll Chase and his “plating” of 


the 3c 1851. This is how he did 


it. He visited a number of dealers and 
wrote to many others, buying all of 
those stamps he could lay his hands on, 
on or off cover, and particularly in 
blocks and strips. He says in his book 
on the subject that dealers actually 
thought he was crazy for buying such 


quantities of a common stamp. They 
eagerly sold him all they had and passed 
the word on to other dealers. After- 
wards he had the satisfaction of showing 


those same dealers how crazy he was by 
selling back to them some of their own 
stamps at ten times what he had paid 
for them!

Well, he took those stamps and began 
to study them. You think they are all 
alike? Not by a jugful! Ill let you 
take home Stanley Ashbrook’s recent 
booklet on the 10c 1857. Then you study 
the illustrations and you'll get some idea 
of the tiny varieties that identify the 
different stamps to the specialist or phi- 
latelist. There are a number of them 
who can look at a certain stamp and at 
once tell you what plate it is from and 
often the number of the stamp on the 


plate. Fact! 
So the Doctor worked on his 3c 
stamps. He would come to a pair with 


large white margin on the top and left 
hand side, for instance, and know they 
were from the N. W. corner of a plate. 
He would study the second stamp under 
his magnifying glass until he knew it by 
heart, and then search for a pair that 
showed No. 2 and No. 3. And so he 
worked his way across the plate. Then 
he would hunt up stamp No. 1 with an- 
other under it and then he knew he had 
No. 11. And so he reconstructed his 
plate. Get it? 

Gee, that 
about the other plates? 
know which was which? 

He didn’t at first. He’d come across 
a stamp No. 1 that didn’t match up, so 
he knew he had another plate started. 
That was the way he worked the whole 
thing out. Of course stamps on covers 
helped with the dates, showing when the 
different shades were used, so at last he 
was able to publish his book with all 
information practically complete—the 
number of plates, minor varieties, recut- 
tings, and the years when the different 
shades were printed, the orange brown in 
1851, the dull red and its shades in 1853- 
4-5 and the claret in 1857. 

He has been followed since by other 
platers, so now we know practically all 
about the early issues and all their minor 
varieties. And even some of the later 
ones. I'll give you an instance of that 
and then we’ll shut up shop for tonight. 

When the government got out those 
little panes of 25 stamps of the 1c and 
3c Century of Progress issue it an- 
nounced that there would be 7 of the 
little panes on each plate. The Bureau 
was urged to put an identifying mark on 
each pane, and told that they would in 
all events be identified by philatelists in 
a very short time. The Bureau refused, 
but it was only a month after their issue 
that George R. M. Ewing published a 
chart in one of the stamp papers, abso- 
lutely identifying the position of all the 
panes, exactly as predicted. 

Now you take this Ashbrook booklet 
home and enjoy it and get some in- 
formation about minor varieties. Then 
look at your Specialized Catalog and 
note the listed varieties of the earliest 
stamps and you'll get some idea of what 
philately is.
